out for half an hour, he sat down to 
rest near one of the guards. 
The 
dog approached the guard as if to 
ask some favor, but was repulsed 
with an oath and a 
threatened 
blow. He then skulked around anc 
came near the prisoner, who saw that 
he had an old horse shoe nail run into 
his foot. With a little coaxing he 
got the dog near and finally pulled 
out the nail, and the animal ran away 
seemingly well pleased. Twelve days 
after that, one night about midnight 
a tunnel was ready. The prisoner was 
a long time getting clear of the neigh 
borhood, and, weak and starved as he 
was, he was not more than two miles 
from the stockade when day broke 
and "Colonel Catchem" was put on 
his track. When he heard the hound 
CDming he looked for a suitable tree to 
climb, but failed to find one. Armed 
with a club he took his stand, and 
determined 
to make a fight for 
it. The dog recognized the man 
and began exhibiting eveiy sign of 
friendship. After a few minutes the 
pursuers were heard in the distance 
The dog at once trotted off in that 
direction, and was shortly baying and 
leading them over a fictitious trail 
The prisoner pushed ahead for half 
an hour, and was then rejoined by the 
dog, who. kept either close to his heels 
or just ahead of him all day, and lay 
beside him in the woods at night. 
Tois position of guardian or com- 
panion he maintained until toward 
night of the second day, when he 
returned to the stockade. The pris 
oner was then thirty miles away, but 
on the fifth morning he was recap 
tured. When he returned the hound 
met and caressed him. From that 
hour to the close of the war the dog 
would not take the trail of an escap- 
ing prisoner.

Immediately after his death it was re- 
ported that he had left his entire 
property to Sara A. Perrine, the wife 
of Matthew D. Perrine 
with whom 
he had been living, and had entirely 
igaoi^d his relatives and next of kin. 
^ e heirs at law at once began pro- 
ceedings to set asidd the will. 
On the 
7th of July letters of special adminis 
tration on the estate were issued by 
Surrogate Parker, of Ulster coun- 
ty, to Henry D Morris, of this city, a 
nephew and one of the nearest of kin, 
who accepted the trust and duly 
qualified. 
Mr. Ewen also left kin- 
dred residing in this State as follows: 
Delia B. Smith, a sister, and Mary 
Ewen. 
Margaret Watson, Catharine 
Cressy, his nieces, also Philip M. 
Ewen, his nephew, who lives in Xew 
Jersey. 
An examination of the wi 1 
showed that Mr. Ewen had left his 
property to both Mr. Perrine and his 
wife. 
A bank book of the Ulster 
CJounty Savings Institution showed a 
deposit to his credit of $6,374.47. 
Administrator Morris brought suit in 
the supreme court of Uister county 
to recover this sum. In his complaint 
he alleged that on or about January 
12,1880, the defendants, M. D. and 
Sarah A. Perrine, well knowing Mr. 
Ewen to be of great age and feeble 
health and understanding, and unable 
by reason of his mental and physical 
condition to lawfully dispose of his 
property, fraudulentlv and 
unlaw- 
fully intending to defraud the said 
George W. Ewen, and injure and de- 
fraud his next of kin, induced the 
said George 
W. Ewen, without con- 
sideration, to execute a paper pre- 
tending and purporting to be an as- 
signment or transfer of the bank book 
and of the bank account mentioned to 
John S. Burhaus, in trust, to collect 
and receive the dividends on said 
deposit during the lifetime of 
said 
Ewen ; and at and upon the death of 
Ewen to pay the principal sum of $6,- 
374.47 to the following persons, name- 
ly : M- D. Perrine, $3,000 ; Sara A. 
Perrine, $3,374.47. 
The 
complaint 
further alleges that said Burhaus ac- 
cepted the trust and caused the deposit 
to be transferred to his ciedit as 
trustee, and still retainsit, amounting, 
with dividend thereon, to $6,501.95. 
The plaintiff demands that the assign- 
ment be adjudged fraudulent 
and 
void, and that the bank be restrained 
from paying the money to its co-de- 
fendants, or any other person 
except 
plaintiff. 
County 
Judge 
Lawton 
granted an injunction enjoining and 
restraining the bank from paying over 
the money until the further order of 
the Court. Mr. Burhaus, the trustee 
mentioned, is one of the leading capi- 
talists of Kingston. 
The question of 
the admission of the will to probate is 
new being heard by Surrogate Parker 
in 
Kingston. 
Ex-Attorney-General 
Schoonmaker and J. J. Linson, Esq., 
represent the contestants, and ^nator 
Charles A. Fowler and Augustus Van 
Buren, Esq., the respondent.
